PERESENTIMENTS. 


An Investigation of the Causes- f Those 
Dark Forebodings Which Make Pew- 
erful Men Weak. 


4 [Golden Ru's .j 


Much apprehension has beén oc- 
castotied throtighotit Atnetica from the 
announcement made by Professor Proc- 
tor that the return in 19 years of the 
comet of last Summer will cause the 
destruction of the earth. But while 
people are becoming so strangely ex-~ 
ercised over this announcement, an 
event of far more serious importance, 
winch 1s taking place to-day, seems to 
be almost Wholly overlooked. The 
fature of this most vital subject can 
be best_/explained by relating the fol- 
lawing experiences: 

Bishop E. O, Haven, known to the 
entire land, was unaccountably awak- 
ened one night from a sound sleep, 
and lay awake until morning. His 
mind seemed unusually active, and he 
not oaly reviewed his past life, which 
had been an eventful one, but laid ex- 
tensive plans for the futare. He did 
not feel especially ill, but could not 
account for the unusual activity of his 
brain, nor for the restlessness which 
seemed to sshim, Ip the morn- 
ing he had but little appetite, but was 
apparently well ia other respects, - In 
a few daye, however, he began to feel 
restless and morbid, although he tried 
earnestiy to overcome the feeling 
which had taken possession of him.
